Ellis Ward, talking of some of the 


absurb statements made regarding the 
New London course, says:. "The Tha- 
mes course could not be raade avail- 
able for four crews unless it was 
dredged aud banks cut away for four 
miles, and that would cost millions of 
dollars. The only way in which four 
crews could row at all now would be 
up stream at flood tide. an,,, the boats 
would have to be started just at the 
minute the tide was full flood. The 
slightest delay would put the outside 


j crews at a disadvantage. As the tide 
- begins to ebb quickly along the shores. 


Even should the eights get away ou 
time, the tide would begin to ebb along 
the shore before the race was finished. 
The Thames course is uot suitable for 
more than two crews, and cannot be 
made so. As for fogs. New London, 
being near the Sound, is far worse 
than Poughkeepsie; we never once en- 
countered a fog ueuse enough to pre- 
vent us from practicing, while dur-

He is fond of 
their flesh. Certainly no desire for the 
betterment of the world leads him to 
slay them. He is not in peril in his 
combats with the deadliest monster 
of the west. The poisoned fangs are 
sent deep into his body, but he goes 
away and eats of aa herb that no man 
has been wise enough to find and re- 
turns to dine upon his late foeman. 
If everything has its use in the grand 
scheme of creation, the use of the 
javelina is to kill rattlesnakes. He 
is not good for anything else. His 
meat is not edible to anyone save a 
starving man. His hide is valueless. 


Like other wild animals, the jave- 


lina has been beaten back by the ad- 
vancing waves of civilization. Twen- 
ty years ago herds of 150 to 200 were 
not uncommon in southwestern Texas. 
To-day the largest band does not num- 
ber more than fifty. He will not 
stand close contact with the works of 
man. He detests the wire fence and 
will break it dowa when he finds it. 
He has a peculiar enmity to the do- 
mesticated dog. Woe 
betide the 


ranch hound that meets him and his 
comrades in guilt. The javelina slays 
him forthwith and then of course eats 
him. He will root up anything which, 
he finds planted. Being an 
omni- 


vorous feeder, he will destroy newly 
dropped calves aad lambs. He is a 
terror to children who live in lonely 
localities. Ten of him will not hesi- 
tate to attack a man. Providence has 
been unkind to him in that it has not 
gifted him with power to climb a tree. 
But for this defect there would be no 
escaping him. The javelina is quick 
to anger. Indeed, he is in a state of 
chronic irritation.

The yard should be not only 
sutllciently large to give the foAvls 
needeu exercise, but they should con- 
tain, supplied by the poultry man all 
that the foAvls would naturally nud on 
the range. That means grains, green 
food, meat, grit, Avater and a place to 
dust and scratch. This applies to 
winter treatment as well as summer. 
If farmers Avill but learn to observe 
the actions of foAvls Avhen on the range 
and be guided to a large extent by 
this in treatment of them when yarded 
much less trouble Avill be experienced. 
In yarding foAvls the liest arrangement 
1st that which AA-ill permit of a double 
yard with the house in the middle. Two 
such 
yards each 
150 feet 
long, 


permit of keeping one or the other in 
given stuff from early summer until 
frost by sowing oats and rye. This 
green food, gathered by the hens 
tiiemselves Avill subdue all natural in- 
clination they may have for the free 
range and fill the egg basket to over- 
do AV ing.

it. This not only keeps the greedy hens 
from getting more than their share, 
but compels ah to hunt for it . 


—Turkeys are capable of rapid di- 


gestion ami are apparently always 
hungry. If allowed fo forage they ean 
be kept at small cxpeuse; if confined 
they will eat more than hens. 


— Oue advantage of the woven-wire 


fence is that it neeO not be so high as 
fences made of other material. 
For 


^ome reasons fowls will rarely try to 
fly over it. 


—Too much stimulating food causes 


over-firs production. The result from 
such treatment will be poor hatching, 
weak' chickens and inferior fowls. A 
irood variety of sound, nourishing food 
is much better.

ng Meadows. 


Unlike clovers, the grasses usually 


sown for meadow's do not gather 
much if any nitrogen from the aid, 
although it is all important to their 
best growth. Quantities of commer- 
cial fertilizers have been used on 
grass lands with but indifferent re- 
sults. In all cases it has been clearly 
proven that 
stable ma'nures, vrith 


some chemical fertilizer of nitrogen- 
ous nature, bring the best results, not 
only in,increased yields, but in adding 
to the food value of the grasses that 
valuable element protein. Any form 
of nitrogenous fertilizer will do for 
application to grass lands, provided 
also that it is not too expensive. It 
is not to be inferred that mineral fer- 
tilizers are to be abandoned, for they 
add to the soil element needed by the 
grasses, but wherever they are used 
some fertilizer containing nitrogen in 
good quantities should always accom- 
pany them. In the use of nitrogen for 
meadows, next to stable manures or 
to augment them, nitrate of soda is 
the least expensive to use. Manure 
from well-fed stock added to the ni- 
trate of soda will supply the needed 
nitrogen in quantities sufficient to 
show decided increase in the quantity 
and quality of the crop. The mineral 
fertilizers need, not be used in large 
quantities, nor more often than every 
tAvo years if the yearly application is 
of the nitrogenous fertilizers men- 
tioned.

Culture of Water Cress. 


Salads noAv form an important part 


of the bii- of fare at all hotels, and 
water 'cross is extensively used for 
salad making as Avell as for garnishing 
many meats and vegetables. There 
are 
many farms in the 
country 


through which streams of water flow 
that might be prontably utilized in 
growing cress. The plant belongs to 
the family of aquatics and prefers a 
situation along the loamy banks of 
running streams. The running brook 
is an ideal place for water cress, and 
as such streams seldom freeze, .the 
cress, being covered with Avater, is not 
injured in cold -weather, 
The seeds 


may be sown in July, simply being 
scattered over the water to tiud suit- 
able lodgement along the bank, or cut- 
tings may be set in the mud along the . 
banks of streams at any time, prefer- 
ably in mid-summer, Avhen the water 
is IOAA-. When cuttings are used the 
mud about them must be firmly pres- 
sed doAvn to prevent them from being 
washed out by the ebb and floAV. 


The cress crop is easily gathered, 


shears being used to clip the tops as 
they rise out of the water. They are 
marketed from Christmas until late 
spring aud always bring good prices, 
yielding three or four crops during the 
season.

Manila, Ff\t. 26—The mlltary police 


have raided several suspected houses 
in various districts, capturing small 
bodies of 20 to 30 prisoners in each place. 
This and the 7 o'clock ordinance is effec- 
tually dispelling the fetiro of the threat- 
ened outbreak of the natives. \\ ho do not 
dare, singly or rollectn ely, to appear 
on the streets after datk. The feeling 
in the city has decidedly improved, al- 
though the Chinese are still timorous. 
Hundreds of applicants for cedulus be- 
siege the registrar's olfice, the natives 
apparently, being under the Impression 
that their possession insures them from 
interference and the ignominy of being 
searched for arms on the streets. 


It is generally believed that the disas- 


trous attempts to attack the city and 
destroy property, the Filipinos them- 
selves toeing the worst sufferers, will pre- 
vent their recurrence. 
But every pre- 


caution is being taken to deal with an 
emergency, if it arises. 


The insurance agents refuse to en- 


tertain any claims on account of Wed- 
nesday night's fires. They intimate that 
General Otis, having guaranteed the 
safety of life and property of the inhabi- 
tants of Manila, is responsible for these 
claims.

FERTILIZER OOBIBINK. 


Tbe 
Oae Proposed Is Now Bapidl) 


Assuming a Ilefiuite Shape. 


Boston, Feb. 26.—The Journal says: 


The proposed fertilizer combine is rapid- 
ly assuming definite shape. The Bow- 
ker company has finally agreed to come 
into the "deal," and altogether something 
like 25 or 2G corporations are to be includ- 
ed, comprising all the fertilizer compa- 
nies north of Baltimore. The combine 
will be financed by three large banking 
houses, one lu New York and two in Bos- 
ton, and it is proposed to issue $35,000,- 
000 of stock. One-half of this will be pre- 
ferred stock and the other common. The 
whole issue has already been underwrit- 
ten by a very strong syndicate. Subscrip- 
tions to the new stock will be asked foi 
on the basis of one share of preferred 
stock and one-half share of commor« 
stock for each $100. 


Experts are now at work on the books 


of the several corporations concerned, 
and appraisers are also making valua- 
tions of the plants. The new corporation, 
it is understood, will have its headquar- 
ters in New York, and Mr. Gibson, rep- 
resenting the Standard Oil perple, who 
are said to'be largely interested, will bf 
president.

to a. puma that has gone a week with- 
out food.

oiher corsair, 


however, his name is linked with one 
virtue and 
u thousand crimes: He 


Avill kill rattlesnakes. He is fond of 
their flesh. Certainly no desire for the 
betterment of the world leads him to 
slay them. He is not in peril in his 
combats with the deadliest monster 
of the west. The poisoned fangs are 
sent deep into his body, but he goes 
away and eats of an herb that no man 
has been wise enough to find and re- 
turns to dine upon his late foeman. 
If everything has its use in the grand 
scheme of creation, the use of the 
javelfna is to Mil rattlesnakes. He 
is not good for OEEything else.

The javelina slays 
him forthwith ancl then of course eats 
him. He will roov up anything which 
he finds planted. Being an

vorous feeder, he Avill destroy newly 
dropped calves and lambs. He is a 
terror to children Avho live in lonely 
localities. Ten of him will not hesi- 
tate to attack a man. Providence has 
been unkind to hiri in that it has not 
gifted him with power to climb a tree. 
But for this defect there would be no 
escaping him. The javelina is quick 
to anger. Indeed, he is in a state of 
chronic irritation. 


He objects on principle to things 


as they are. He is against the 
government.

that yarded fowls- require more and 
better care than those ou the range 
if iiK-reused egg production Ls to be at- 
tained. The yard should be not only 
sufficiently large to give the fowls 
iieedeu exercise, but they should con- 
tain, supplied by the poultry man all 
that the foAvls would naturally find on 
the range. That means grains, green 
food, meat. grit. Avater and a place to 
dust anil scratch. This applies to 
winter treatment as well as summer. 
If farmers Avill but learn to observe 
the actions of foAvls when on the range 
and be guided to a large extent by 
this In treatment of them Avhen yarded 
much less trouble Avill be experienced. 
In yarding foAvls the best arrangement 
istihat Avhich Avill permit of a double 
yard with the house m the middle. Two 
such 
yards each 
150 feet 
loug, 


permit of keeping one or the other in 
given stuff from early summer until 
frost by sowing oats and rye- This 
green food, gathered by the hens 
themselves Avill subdue all natural in- 
clination they may have for the free 
range aud fill the egg basket to over- 
floAving.

Fertilizing 3I«adowB. 


Unlike clovers, the grasses usually 


sown for meadows do not gather 
much if any nitrogen from the aid, 
although it is all important to their 
best growth. Quantities of commer- 
cial fertilizers have been used ou 
grass lands with but indifferent re- 
sults. In all cases it has been clearly 
proven that 
stable ma'nures, -with 


some chemical fertilizer of nitrogen- 
ous nature, bring the best results, not 
only in increased yields, but in adding 
to the food value of the grasses that 
valuable element protein. Any form 
of nitrogenous fertilizer will do for 
application to grass lands, provided 
also that it is not too expensive. It 
is not to be inferred that mineral fer- 
tilisers are to be abandoned, for they 
add to the soil element needed by the 
grasses, but wherever they are used 
some fertilizer containing nitrogen in 
good quantities should always accom- 
pany them. In the use of nitrogen for 
meadows, next to stable manures or 
to augment them, nitrate of soda is 
the least expensive to use. Manure 
from well-fed stock added to the ni- 
trate of soda will supply the needed 
nitrogen in quantities sufficient to 
show decided increase in the quantity 
and quality of the crop. The mineral 
fertilizers need not be used in large 
quantities, nor more often than every 
two years if the yearly application is 
of the nitrogenous fertilizers men- 
tioned. 


Culture of Water Cross. 
V8> 


Salads now form an important part 


of the bu* of fare at all hotels, and, 
water cress is extensively used for 
salad making as well as for garnishing 
many meats and vegetables. There 
are 
many 
farms 
in the 
country 


through which streams of water flow 
that might be prontably utilized in 
growing cress. The plant belongs to 
the family of aquatics and prefers a 
situation along the loamy banks of 
running streams. The running brook 
is an ideal place for water cress, and 
as such streams seldom freeze, .the 
cress, being covered with water, is not 
injured in cold weather, 
The seeds 


may be sown in July, simply being 
scattered over the water to find suit- 
able lodgement along the bank, or cut- 
tings may be set in the mud along the . 
banks of streams at any time, prefer- 
ably in mid-summer, when the water 
is low. When cuttings are xised the 
mud about them must be firmly pres- 
sed down to prevent them from being 
washed out by the ebb and flow. 


The cress crop is easily gathered, 


shears being used to clip the tops as 
they rise out of the water. They- are 
marketed from Christinas until late 
spring and always bring good prices, 
yielding three or four crops during the 
season. 


Sheep Rot. 


This Is a highly contagious disease. 


Once it secures foothold in a flock, ra- 
dical treatment is necessary to entirely 
eradicate it. It is not a blood disease In 
the sense that it originates In the 
blood, yet there can be no doubt when 
a sheep has been lame for a consider- 
able time from_ this disease the blood 
becomes, affected, nnd, in this case 
when the feet are considered cured the 
germs of the disease, carried by the 
blood, ^yill cause "a new outbreak. On 
this account in treating the disease it 
Is a good plan to give some good blood 
purifier, like sulphur, ns 
HU aid to 


thoroughly ridding the flock of foot 
rot.

Hundreds of applicants for cedulus be- 
siege the registrar's olfice, the natives 
apparently, being under the Impression 
that their possession insures them from 
interference and the ignominy of being 
searched for arms on the streets. 


It Is generally believed that the disas- 


trous attempts to attack the city and 
destroy property, the Filipinos them- 
selves being the worst sufferers, will pre- 
vent their recurrence. But every pre- 
caution is being taken to deal with an 
emergency, if it arises.

COMBINE.

Axiumioff a Uefluite Shape. 


Boston, Feb. 26.—The Journal says: 


The proposed fertilizer combine is rapid- 
ly assuming definite shape. The Bow- 
ker company has finally agreed to come 
into the "deal," and altogether something 
like 25 or 26 corporations are to be includ- 
ed, comprising all the fertilizer compa- 
nies north of Baltimore. The combine 
will be financed by three large banking 
houses, one iu New York and two in Bos- 
ton, and it is proposed to issue $35,000,- 
000 of stock. One-half of this will be pre- 
ferred stock and the other common. The 
whole issue has already been underwrit- 
ten by a very strong syndicate. Subscrip- 
tions to the new stock will be asked foi 
on the basis *>f one share of preferred 
stock and one-hall" share of common 
stock for each $100. 


Experts are now at work on the books 


of the several corporations concerned, 
and appraisers are also making valua- 
tions of the plants. The new corporation. 
it is understood, will have its headquar- 
ters in New York, and Mr. Gibson, rep- 
resenting the Standard Oil pecple, who 
are said to'be largely interested, will be 
president.

Washington, Feb. 28.—The president 


has made several amendments to the reg- 
ulations governing the examination of 
enlisted men for appointment as second 
lieutenants in the army. Accordingly 
the usual preliminary examination of 
such applicants will be held March 20 ol 
this year instead of Sept. 1, as under the 
former regulation. 
The advancement 


of the date of examination is supposed to 
be due to the pressing necessity for ad- 
ditional officers in consequence- of the 
war. 


Soldiers desiring to take competitive 


examination must have completed two 
years of service prior to March 20 next, 
and their age on that date must not ex- 
ceed 30 years. The requirement for the 
holding of such exarninatiton at Leaven- 
worth, Kan., has been changed to au- 
thorize such examinations to be held in 
the verious military departments of such 
places as may be selected by the com- 
manding officers.

Red Cloud is the single survivor of 


that famous coterie of Sioux Indian 
leaders of which Old-Man-Afraid-of- 
His-Horses. Spotted Tail and Sitting 
Bull helped to make history on lb« 
western prairies. It cannot be truth- 
fully said, however, that "Old Red," • 
as he is familiarly known, was as 
powerful in war or deb-ie as the three 
great chieftains who have been men- 
tioned. He possessed all their erafti- 
ne&s. and h uiiibot be denied that he 
enjoyed certain elements of personal 
magnetism which marked him as a 
leader among his tribesmen. He was 
pre-eminent in planning mischief, but 
he was, as a rule, mysteriously absent 
when his plans were carried out ac- 
cording to his mapping. 


Perhaps the most atrocious piece of 


work in which he took a hand was 
the Fort McKinney massacre, in 
which over a score of United States 
soldiers were led into ambush 
and 


slaughtered. That was when he was a 
vigorous young buck. Before this la- 
mentable tragedy "Old Red" was a 
common maurader, full of devilment 
and it is probable that he took many a 
scalp from the wagon trains then on 
their way to Utah and the land of gold 
beyond the Rockies. 


But for the last thirty years Red 


Cloud has led a comparatively peace- 
ful life. While his ciafty counsel was 
often sought by his tribesmen, and his 
rank among them was that of a leader, 
.the .government did not* clothe him 
with the dignity of chieftain, 
but 


reckoned him only as Red Cloud, pow-

erful enough without a title, and yet 
too, dangerous to be its possessor. 


When the Sioux and Cheyennes re- 


belled against the invasion of gold 
seekers m the Black lulls in 1876, Red 
Cloud did not go on the war path, al- 
though many of his band cast their 
fortunes with Sitting Bull, Gall, Grass 
and Rain-m-the-Face and were final- 
ly forced to sue for peace on the Brit- 
ish IJne. But while Red Cloud was to 
all appearances a friendly Indian his 
heart was with the hostiles, who were 
crimsoning the grass along the Little 
Big Horn with the blood of the Sev- 
enth's troopers. Red Cloud, however, 
was too cunning to leave his agency 
for war. 


It was in consideration of "Old Red's" 


absence from the theater of conflict 
that the government built the war- 
rior a substantial two-story frame 
bouse at Pine Rulge and painted it 
white. It is to-day the most pretentious 
dwelling on the great Ogallala 
res- 


ervation. 
The building stands near 


White Claj creek, rifle shot distance 
from the agency buildings, and at the 
foot of a long range of butfes. 


Red Cloud watcued the construction 


of his house with satisfied curiosity. 
He figured that it was a sort of pay- 
ment for his ponies which the govern- 
ment confiscated during a time when 
the soldiers were at war with the feioux 
and for which he had never received 
a penny. This bit of robbery, for it 
amounted to little else, rankled and 
still rankles in tha breast of the old 
fellow. Always a bitter enemy of the 
whites, this wholesale swoop on his 
herd forever sealed his hatred. When 
the house was finished, the carpenters 
erected a pole in fiont of the house 
and hoisted the American flag. The 
spectacle of the emblem flying above 
his own abode so angered Red Cloud 
that he cut the halyards and tore the 
flag into strips as soon as it fell flut- 
tering to the ground. The staff still 
stands in front of tue house, but no 
one again tried to float the emblem 
from its towering peak. 


Red Cloud was a very old man when 


the Sioux war of 1890 filled the west 
with alarm. Those who were in that 
campaign well remember him as bent 
an<} tottering, wrapped in a long, fad- 
ed purple overcoat and baggy trousers, 
the legs of which fell upon a pair of 
poorly decorated moccasins. His face, 
deeply creased with the age and woe- 
fully shrunken, was made doubly re- 
pulsive by a huge pair of blue goggles, 
which he wore because of his fast fall- 
ing 
alRlit. 
"Red Cloud wore neither 


paint nor feathers. 
He looked likt 


the veriest "coffee cooler" of the agen- 
cy—a red gnome, a dcssloated. 111- 
smelling savnfic, who seemed ready to 
be crunched by tho hand of death any 
time. That was over seven years ago. 
There Is now little left of the Indian 
who for over three generations has 
been a bloody, crafty yet interesting 
character of the Sioux nation.

Hanged Till He Stopped Kicking. 
A case of youthful depravity has re- 


cently come to public notice at Turn- 
ers Falls, Mass. It appears that several 
boys from "Tough 
end," 
who had 


heard the particulars of the execution 
of O'Neil, concluded to try one of their 
number for the crime of murder. An 
empty freight car was used as a court 
room, and the trial proceeded with 
judge, jury, and full complement of 
officers.

In other words, it is not gen- 
erally known that within thirty-five 
miles of Broadway, New York City, 
there Is a community, as curious, al- 
most, as can be found in ihf- remote 
mountain recesses of Tennessee or 
North Carolina. It is a sort of lost 
tribe, or. rather, an amalgamation of 
two lost tribes. If one can imagine 
what sort of beings would result from 
more than a century of Intermarrying 
of American Indians and Guinea ne- 
groes, with an occasional dash of 
white blood added to the mixture, he 
may form a notion of the people that 
live back in the rugged hills that rise 
about 
Suffern, Ramapo. 
Sloatsburg, 


Woodbourne, Tuxedo, and other places 
In the Ramapo Valley. But it would 
take a pretty 
brisk imagination to 


picture some of the queer specimens 
of humanity that have resulted from 
this mixture. Albinos of the milkiest 
haired and pinkest eyed variety are 
common, and the dime museums re- 
cruit their curio halls in that line from 
among these mountaineers, as did the 
great and only Barnum before them. 


Back in the last century and during 


the first quarter of the present cen- 
tury slaves were common in that part 
of New York State and the adjacent 
region of New Jersey. These slaves 
were treated no better by their old 
Dutch masters than were their fellow 
bondsmen in the South. They were 
worked long and hard, and the lash 
was not spared. 
Consequently runa- 


way slaves were many. These run- 
aways invariably sought the fastnesses 
of the surrounding mountains. It is 
a very difficult thing to make one's 
way up and among the Ramapo Moun- 
tains, even at this day, and it was al- 
most an impossibility in the slavery 
days. As a result, when a negro once 
succeeded in hiding there he was as 
safe from recapture as if he had gone 
to Canada, although he might be with 
in sight and sound of his mastered 
home. Scores of runaways in time 
peopled the inaccessible hills, and in 
the spots where they threw up their 
first sheltering huts of bark or fallen 
trees or found refuge in caves their 
descendants dwell to-day. 


The woods had their Indian dwell- 


ers already and the two races mingled. 
These are the strange people who are 
seen now and then in the little villa"gea 
along the Erie Railway in Rockland 
and the adjoining towns of Bergen 
and Orange counties, and whose homes 
are far back in the hills. A charac- 
teristic of these people is that the 
names of the old Dutch families in 
which the original blacks were slaves 
have been retained by them, genera- 
tion after generation. The most iiu- 
merous family of the race goes by the 
name of De Groat, but there are De 
Freeses, Van Hoevens and many oth- 
er Des and Vans. 


In the bummer time you 
might 


climb and clamber and stumble up the 
steep sides and over the rocky sum- 
mits of the Ramapo Mountains all day 
and not see a solitary sign of a habita- 
tion, although there would be many on 
all sides of you. They are so deftly 
tucked in among the rocks and hidden 
by the trees and foliage that only one 
acquainted with the ways of the moun- 
taineers could find them. In the fall, 
when the trees are bare, the huts stand 
revealed to any one who may pass that 
way, 
and such are few, for although 


there is no better ruffed grouse shoot- 
ing anywhere than in these mountain 
fastnesses, the weary climbing neces- 
sary to get to the haunts 
of these 


birds is more than the average sports- 
man cares to undergo. 
There is no 


ground that 
might grow 
anything 


about any of these huts; not a chicken 
nor a fowl of any kind; not even a 
pig. But there are dogs without limit— -, 
mongrel, wolfish-looking dogs, such as 
might hang about Indian camps, and 
Always from one to half a dozen half- 


ked, aerie, elfish-looking children, 


•\jho, at sight or sound of -stranger, 
stamper to cover in the hut,' in the 
brtish or among tue rocks, disappear- 
ing as completely as a startled brood 
of young quail. 


Hbw do these people subsist? They 


are the best hunters and fishermen in 
the .land, and game and 
trout are 


abundant all about them. They hunt 
and snare 
grouse 
and rabbits and 


catch trout for the market during the 
season. The women and children pick 
berries. For the products of .the for- 
est, streams and berry patches these 
people obtain store goods at the vil- 
lages, both the luxuries and the neces- 
saries—the latter being chiefly whis- 
key and tobacco; the 
former flour, 


meal and cheap dress goods. For their 
own home providing the 'possum and 
the 'coon are plentiful at their very 
doors and the chicken coops of the 
outlying farms and villages are not 
entirely inaccessibly Now and then a 
De Groai or Van somebody or other 
will .hire out to do work by the day, 
but h« Is looked upon by his follow 
mountaineers as n degenerate. Some 
of th« female children grow to bt 
tr«m«ly handsome and shapely young 
women, bat it is rare that there arc 
any marriages among these people 
outside of their own race.
